AN ACT
RELATING TO ELECTIONS; ALLOWING WRITE-IN CANDIDATES IN CERTAIN
PRIMARY AND GENERAL ELECTIONS WITHOUT THE REQUIREMENT OF

DECLARING AN INTENT TO BE A WRITE-IN CANDIDATE.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF NEW MEXICO:
Section 1. Section 1-8-36.1 NMSA 1978 (being Laws 1981,
Chapter 156, Section 1, as amended) is amended to read:
"1-8-36.1. PRIMARY ELECTION LAW--WRITE-IN CANDIDATES.--
A. Write-in candidates are permitted in the primary
election only for the offices of United States representative,
members of the legislature, district judges, district
attorneys, public regulation commission, [state—board—eof

edueation] public education commission, magistrates and any

office voted upon by all voters of the state.

B. A person may be a write-in candidate only for
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nomination by the major political party with which [ke] the
person is affiliated as shown by [his] the certificate of
registration, and such person shall have the qualifications to

be a candidate in the primary election for the political party

for which [khe] the person is a write-in candidate.
